It was the occasion of th# first vlalt 
of General Callxto Garcia to Santiago 
since be l«tt th*r* la a bad t— B*r on 
July 17. 

At 0 a. m. Oenoral Wood, with a 
portion of Genera] Lawton's staff aod 
several American officers, met General 
Garcia outside the city limits and es- 
corted him into town. Garcia was ac- 
companied by bis staff and by bl* *on, 
Colonol C*llzto Garcia, by many Cu- 
ban offlcert who have recently come to 
Santiago, and by two buBdrad Cuban 
cavalry. 

The streets through which the party 
passed were thronged with cheering 
people, and it waa eetlmatod that 10,- 
00') p«Tsons filled the plaza In front of 
the palace, where Garcia dismounted. 

He waa met at the door by General 
Lawton. and aa Informal reception by 
th* American offloer* was h«Id In the 
audience room. 

At night another reception waa ten- 
dered General Garcia at the Ban Cfirlo? 
club, which was filled with prominent 
Cuban*, American officers and ladles. 

The plasa waa brilliantly lighted and 
decorated with flags, and music was 
furnished by the band of tlv Fifth in- 
fantry. The Americans wore drees uni- 
form*, and 0«neral Garcia aad his ofs- 
ecrs wor* wbH* uniform* and high 
boot*.

The placs of registration 
will remain open from G o'clock in the 
morning antU 9 o'clock at night giving 
every One an opportanity to enroU his 
name. 

Every one who desires to vote at the 
ensning election or any special election 
during the next year will have to register 
on the day named. 

The officers appointed for the Novem- 
ber election will servo as ofBcers of reg- 
istration. 

The following concerning "who shall 
register" will be of general interest : 

Every native-born male citizen of the 
United states, who has resided in the 
State of Kentucky one year, in the 
coimty of Mason six months and in the 
precinct in which he expects to vote 
sixty days prior to the election may reg 
later. He need not live there sixty days, 
to register, but if, by election day, he 
will have lived there sixty days, and in 
the county six months and in the State 
one year, he may register and vote. 

Naturalized citizens of llie I'nited 
•States who produce to the otlicers of reg- 
istration, if demanded, their naturaliz.a- 
tion papers, and wlio liavo th« necessary 
qualifications as to lesidence, may regis- 
ter. 

Section 1,478 determines the residence 
of a voter as follows: *That shall be 

<leenied liis residence where his habita- 
tion is, and to which, when absent, he 
has the intention of returning. 

The place where the family of a mar- 
ried man resides shall generally be con- 
sidered his residence, onlaas the family so 
resides for a temporary purpose. If hie 
family is permanently in one place and 
he transacts his business in anottiar, the 
former shall be his raaidenoe. 

There are special registration days pro- 
vided for I e'sons wiio may be sii k or 
"necessarily" absent from the city on 
October 4th.

a commercial bank. Tbe use of a receipt 
while not in terms forbidden is presump- 
tively so, and any attempt to use a re- 
ceipt in lieu of a check is a manifest at- 

• tempt to evade the tax, which can only 
be ]>revented l>y taxing the receipt as a 
check. A receipt is not a negotiable in* 
atmraaot, and any attempt to trei|t it as 

^mrh would result in difficulties to both 
the bank and the depositor."

1,0N,S9S laat year; making for three 
weeka 10,203,941 from both ooasta, flour 
Included, against ll,6f9,129 laat year. 
Prlrefi have risen aharply, about four 
cents for the week, aa4 Um exports of 
corn, though not aa large aa laat year, 
have been heavy. .
